WOODLAND, November 29.— Har­ 
ry Knox, the Sacramento strike lead­ 
er, is in jail here. 
He was locked 
up at 12 o'clock today by Sheriff 
Wyckoff. 


It seems that he has been in the 
custody of Constable 
Fromwelt of 
Washington for a couple of days. 
Two of his bondsmen,.Messrs. Koye 
and Hornlein of Sacramento asked 
the constable to Viunt him up as they 
wanted to get off his bonds. 


Instead of surrendering him to the 
' Sheriff, Fromwelt 
traveled 
around 
with him in search of new bondsmen. 
They came to Woodland oti Wednes­ 
day evening, and at a late hour met 
Sheriff Wyckoff, and Fromwelt asked 
to be relieved of further charge of his 
prisoner, but the Sheriff did not take 
Knox into custody until to day. The 
forenoon was spent in searching for 
new bondsmen, and thus far J. R. 
Mitchell, H. F. Dillman and J. I). 
Yoost have qualified for $5000 each. 
Knox has so far been unable to se- 
cartr' the^otherls* 
000-
